Chief of Staff of the Senate Rules Committee, telephonically advised 
me that Senator Cannon has requested the investigative reports concerning 
Congressman Ford recently submitted to the Department in connection 
with his nomination to be Vice President be made available at 10:00 a. m.

Me Sweeney also said that the same conditions are going to 
be imposed on the House Committee and that although he does not 
expect it to happen it might occur that the two Senators who have been 
authorized to review the materials and the two members of the House 
who will be authorized to review the materials might request an 
opportunity to conduct their reviews independently but simultaneously. 

He said that in that event it might be necessary for the FBI to supply 
four representatives familiar with the investigative materials to be 
present during the review. Also, a total of four copies of the materials 
might be needed for that purpose. 

He said that the Department has two copies that were 
submitted for the purpose of review by the Congress, one copy submitted 
for the Attorney General, and that if necessary he could make available 
those three copies but it might become necessary for the FBI to furnish 
one additional copy. I advised him that the Bureau would be reluctant 
to furnish four representatives and I suggested that McSweeney call 
Assistant Director Cleveland as soon as the final arrangements have 
been made with the Congressional Committees to discuss the actual 
need for FBI representatives and the number of copies of the materials 
required. McSweeney agreed.

At the 
same time, however, to insure to the greatest extent possible 
that you will be provided with all relevant materials in a 
fashion that fully safeguards the rights and interests of 
innocent parties against improper disclosure, access to such 
investigative reports should, he strictly limited and should 
not extend to other Commit see members or staff members.

INTERVIEW OF APPOINTEE 

Representative GERALD R. FORD advised SA RICHARD T. 
TAYLOR, JR. , on October 25, 1973, he has complete faith in 
the integrity and personal habits of all members of his 
staff. He said there had been some petty differences of 
opinion by older female members of his staff following 
the death of his former Administrative Assistant, FRA^K 
MEYER, and he attributed these minor differences as the 
direct result of the absence of direction of an administrator 
of the standing and competence of Mr. MEYER, These differences 
were soon remedied by the designation of his assistant, 

ROBERT T. HARTMANN, who assumed the role formerly occupied 
by Mr. MEYER. He stressed that the temporary differences 
related to the clerical function cf his office do not 
present any source of embarrassment to him in connection with 
his nomination. He noted he and Mr. HARTMANN discussed the 
former staff problems on October 24, 1973, and both concluded 
there are no further problems there. 
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The following investigation was conducted by SA 
RICHARD T. TAYLOR, JR., on October 25, 1973: 

Representative JOHN B. ANDERSON (Illinois) 
advised he has known the appointee on a close political 
and personal basis for more than eight years. During this 
time he has been in his company on numerous occasions 
in attendance at various social functions sponsored by the 
House of Representatives during which time the appointee's 
wife, ELIZABETH, had frequently been present. He also has 
visited the appointee's residence in Alexandria, Virginia, 
and has met his children. He has no question concerning 
their private lives or reputation within the community. 

He describes the appointee and his wife as being moderate 
in their personal habits and he at no time has observed 
them to partake of alcoholic beverages to excess. He 
considers the appointee a loyal member of the Republican 
Party whose personal, public, and political integrity have 
never been challenged by him. He has no question concerning 
the appointee's loyalty to the United States nor as to his 
loyalty to President NIXON. He recommends him without 
exception or qualification to the office of Vice President 
of the United States. 
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The following investigation was conducted by 
Special Agent CARLTON V. BRODEN: 

Pursuant to the written authorization of 
Congressman FORD, information pertaining to FORD's checking 
and loan accounts and salary information was made available 
by ELWYN G* RAIDEN, Assistant to the Sergeant att Arms, 

United States House of Representatives. 

A review of Congressman FORD' s checking account 
for the period January 3, 1963, to October 1, 1973, reflects 
the balance of the account has ranged from less than $1.00 
to a high of $42,262.51 on May 22, 1970, following the de- 
posit of $13,008.97 which was the proceeds of a loan FORD 
obtained from the Sergeant at Arm's Office on May 22, 1970, 
at which time he signed six notes of $2,200 each maturing 
monthly from June 1, 1970, to November 2, 1970. On May 22, 
1970, a >-heck of $41,906.80 was charged to his account thereby 
reducing the balance to $346.01. 

In addition to the six notes mentioned above, 
Congressman FORD, from January 11, 1963, to October 16, 1973, 
signed fifty-one other notes for loans varying from $300 to 
$2,200. As of October 23, 1973, FORD was indebted for three 
outstanding loans totaling $4,600. 

Mr. RAIDEN stated that all loans made to Congressman 
FORD were short term loans made without collateral.

I I advised that nothing was paid to Congressman 

FORD directly out of this account. He said that the chauffeur 
provided for FORD is paid directly by checks payable to this 
employee. Any other expenditures for gas and oil or repairs to the 
automobile are paid by check to the vendor upon receipt of a 
voucher supported by an invoice. The automobile is a Cadillac 
leased at $1,000 a year from the Cadillac Division of General 
Motors Corporation. 

MINORITY LEADER’S POSTAGE ACCOUNT

the amount allowed the Minority Leader for postage. For the

This usage is measured in units 
(telephone; one minute equals four units; telegraph; one ' * 
word equals one unit). Since Congressman FORD has been the 
Minority Leader, he, of course, has not been limited to 
any number of units.

STATIONERY ALLOWANCES

of Representatives Office Supply, stated that each year a 
Congressman is given a certain allowance for purchase of 
stationery and office supplies. I I stated that the monev 

can be applied to purchases made by the Congressman from the 
House Supply Store or money can be withdrawn in cash by the 
Congressman. Also, bills from commercial vendors may be 
submitted and applied against this account. At the end of 
the year the unspent money in the account is tabulated and 
carried over to the next year. 


As Minority Leader Congressman FORD does receive an 
additional allowance for supplies. The detailed records 
on these additional allowances are maintained by the House 
Administration Committee. The House Administration Committee 
not only maintains the detailed records, but makes all 
approvals on expenditures requested by the Minority Leader. 

On purchases from the House Supply Store, the House Administration 
Committee is billed. However, before supplies are sold 
to a leader's office, the House Supply Store must have 
an approval form from the House Administration Committee.

On October 24, 1973, EDWARD F. TERRAR, JR., 
Director of Finance, Congressional Campaign Committee, 
was contacted at his office, Room 516, 300 New Jersey 
Avenue, S.W., Washington, D.C., concerning the 1970 
campaign contributions and disbursements of GERALD FORD. 

TERRAR said that due to the fact he was not 
Director of Finance in 1970, he would be unable to 
supply specific information concerning the $11,500 campaign 
contribution which is in question. TERRAR stated that 
he did not become Director of Finance for the Committee 
until October of 1971. He stated that Director of 
Finance during 1970 was CURTIS R. FULTON. TERRAR said that 
he believed FULTON is now employed by General Services 
Administration. 


TERRAR produced reports of contributions and 
disbursements during the year of 1970, but these reports 
did not reveal direct contributions to GERALD FORD. It 
did show disbursements to groups connected with GERALD 
FORD, but it could not be proved that these disbursements 
were connected with the article which appeared on 
February 12, 1971 in "The Washington Post".

On October 25 , 1973, Mr. JOHN T. CALKINS, 

Executive Director, Republican Congressional Committee 
vas contacted at his office, Room 520, C Street and New 
Jersey Avenue, S. E. , WDC, concerning GERALD FORD's 1970 
campaign contributions and disbursements. 

CALKINS advised that first some background 
information must be developed. He stated that in 1970 
and 1971, it vas the practice for FORD and many others to 
have two accounts; in FORD’s case, an F account and a 
C account. The F account vas for monies contributed directly 
for FORD's campaign and the C account vas for money above 
that which vas needed for the FORD campaign. The money in 
the C account would be distributed to other candidates 
and to the Republican committees to further the other cam- 
paigns of other individuals. 


It was also the practice at this time for a 
contributor to "earmark" money in order that he receive 
two credits. For instance, a contributor could give 
money to a candidate but have this money earmarked for the 
Republican Congressional Committee. The candidate in this 
instance would give the contributor credit for contribution 
an turn these funds over to a Republican committee and in 
turn, the Republican committee would give the contributor 
credit. This no longer is a practice. CALKINS said 
that specifically concerning FORD's campaign contributions, 
he was not aware of what directly took place in 1970. He 
said when this came to his attention, he contacted CURTIS 
FULTON, who was the Financial Director for the CongressJonal 
Campaign Committee in 1970. CALKINS stated that FULTON 
advised him that funds were received from GERALD FORD and 
that disbursements had been made to FORD committees during 
iy/0 and 1971, but at no time were any statutes violated. 
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CALKINS advised that in FORD' s account there vas a great 
likelihood that he had much more money in the account than 
the $12,300.00 that is in question. CALKINS advised that 
it vas the practice of FORD in 1970, as it is now, to only 
use funds that are necessary for his campaign. CALKINS 
advised that FORD is a very generous individual and that 
all monies he receives above that amount which is necessary 
for his campaign will be given to other candidates for 
their campaigns. 

CALKINS seated that he has no indication or 
feeling that FORD misused any campaign contributions during 
1970 or at any other time. CALKINS stated that, "I can 
categorically state that FORD has never used any campaign 
contributions for personal gain. IThen he does not 
need the money that is in his account, he gives it to some 
other . candidate." 

CALKINS stated that, "The only mistake I can 
say that vas made, if you can call it a mistake, was the 
fact that FORD endorsed these checks himself before turning 
them over to the Congressional Campaign Committee. It 
may have been better for FORD to have had . an aide or- his 
treasurer endorse these over to the committee; therefore, 
alleviating any doubt that FORD mishandled any funds." 

CALKINS further advised that FORD’s endorsement 
of these checks and then turning them over to the Congressional 
Committee violated no statutes and there vas nothing the 
least bit dishonest in this action. CALKINS stated that, » 
"FORD is not the type of individual that would use campaign 
contributions for any type of personal gain nor would he 
misappropriate any campaign contributions. GERALD FORD 
is not that type of man." i 
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Ga February 17, 1971 the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation furnished the Assistant Attorney General, 
Civil Rights Division, United States Department of Jus- 
tice, copies Of two newspaper articles written by JAMES 
R. POLK of the Associated Press. One article, entitled 
"Ford Didn't Report $11,500 Contributed to his Campaign", 
appeared in the "Washington Evening Star", February 11, 
1971 on page A2. The other article, "Rep. Ford Failed*to 
Report $11,500" appeared on February 12, 1971, page A14 
in the "Washington Post and Times Herald." 

No investigation was conducted by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in the absence of a specific re- 
quest by the Department of Justice.

following HILDENBRAND 's trip to Red China in April, 1972. 

Mr. HILDENBRAND denied ever discussing or hearing 
any discussion concerning private opportunities for gain 
in business interests in Red China. He recalled his 
group had received no briefing from Representative FORD's 
group prior to the trip. He also said that his trip in 
company with Senator HUGH SCOTT was basically a tourist 
visit although they did visit the Canton. Trade Fair and 
a few small manufacturing facilities. He noted his group 
did not have any authority to discuss business enterprises 
with the Chinese and no such discussion was had. 


Mr. HILDENBRAND advised he had frequent political 
contact with the appointee. Representative FORD, since 1965 
when the appointee assumed his role of Minority Leader of 
the House of Representatives . He has a high regard for the 
appointee's personal and professional integrity. On occasions 
when he has been In his company at social events, the 
appointee always conducted himself in a manner befitting his 
office and as a gentleman in all respects. He knows of no 
unfavorable information concerning the appointee's character, 
associates, reputation or loyalty. He recommends him to 
the post for which President NIXON has selected him. 
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Fifth District Account 
Grand Rapids, Michigan 

During interview of appointee on October 16 , 1973 
Representative FORD disclosed the existence of an account 
at the Union Bank and Trust Company, Grand Rapids, Michigan 
in which he has deposited excess campaign contributions. 

This fund is utilized for the Representative's news letters, 
clipping service, and transportation expenses (until reimburse- 
ment is made for this latter need). 


FORD does not report this account on his Federal 
tax returns as personal income and referred to an Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) ruling in a Bureau of National Affairs 
publication of September 4, 1973 which he felt re-inforced 
his opinion.

1973, by SA WALLACE ERICHSEN, JR., at Grand Rapids, Michigan: 

EDWARD A. MC CREADY, President, North States Aviation, 

4521 Patterson Avenue, Southeast, advised that he is the former owner 
of Northern Air Service, a fixed base operator at Kent County Airport. 

He stated that he has known GERALD FORD, both professionally and 
personally, over the last twenty years. He stated that Mr. FORD often 
flew to Grand Rapids in corporate aircraft stationed at Northern Air 
Service. Most of these trips were in connection with normal shuttle 
service conducted by Grand Rapids corporations between Washington, D. C., 
and Grand Rapids. Occasionally, aircraft were furnished to transport 
Mr. FORD to out-of-the-way places where he had speeches to give on a 
tight schedule. MC CREADY stated that this was normal operating 
practice and was not in the least bit unusual. 

MC CREADY considers Mr. FORD to be highly qualified to 
be Vice President and added that Mr. FORD is so outstanding that he sets 
far above most politicians in honesty, trustworthiness and reliability 
in his estimation. He added that he knows of nothing in Mr. FORD's 
background that could even remotely prove embarrassing at a later date. 
His associates are of the highest caliber and added that GERALD FORD 
is undoubtedly one of the most loyal American citizens he knows. 

Mr. FORD's views seem to be unbiased in regards to racial matters 
in MC CREADY's estimation. He is fair and impartial in dealing with 
leaders in business and is concerned mostly that the right thing is 
done in all cases to benefit the greatest number of people.

The following investigation was conducted by 
SA I on October 19, 1973, at Grand Rapids, 

Michigan: 


HAROLD J. STAAL, President, Northern Air Service, 

Kent County Airport, Kent County, Michigan, was contacted 
at his home, 2633 Hampshire Drive SE, Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
and furnished the following information: 

Mr. STAAL stated that he has been acquainted with 
GERALD FORD for approximately 15 years. He also advised that 
he sees Mr. FORD approximately every two or three months when 
Mr. FORD may be passing through the airport at Grand Rapids, 
and Mr. STAAL, by coincidence is in his office. Mr. STAAL 
also stated that he does not consider himself a personal friend 
of Mr. FORD's, but knows him only on a professional level. 

Mr. STAAL advised that Mr. FORD has used his airline 
to travel to and from Washiigzon, D.C. On any of his trips from 
Grand Rapids to Washington or from Washington to Grand Rapids, 
Mr. FORD has always paid his bill by personal check. Mr. STAAL 
could not give an estimation regarding the amount of times 
Mr. FORD has used his airline for personal business, but stated 
his billing record would show Mr. FORD’s paid bill. Mr. STAAL 
stated that these bills could be obtained at his office if 
necessary. 


Mr. STAAL also stated that when Mr. FORD is requested 
to give a speech by a citizens group in Grand Rapids, such as 
the Kiwams Club, it is common practice for the Kiwanis Club 
to pay Mr. FORD's air fare as part of his speaker’s fee. Mr. STAAL 
also. stated that he believed that certain of these clubs have 
prominent members, who own their own personal air craft, and in 
order to save these organizations money, Mr. FORD may have been 
flown to Grand Rapids in these personally owned airplanes. 

Mr. STAAL stated that he had no documentation regarding any 
specific instance where Mr. FORD was flown in a private plane to 
make a speech in the Grand Rapids area.

Mr. STAAL added that it was 
common practice for persons or companies owning airplanes to fly 
their friends free of charge when a plane did not have a full 
complement of passengers, and such a friend might be going to the 
same destination as that plane. As an example, Mr. STAAL stated 
'j-f °j e of his ? lanes was flying to Miami, Florida, and was 
n °j £^rled to capacity, he might call the personal friencfe of his, 
and otter them a free pleasure ride to Miami at no charge. 

Mr. STAAL stated that this practice of "hitchhiking'' 
is very commonplace among airline people and other individuals 
who have any type of association with airline companies. 

Mr. STAAL also advised that he considers Mr. FORD to 
f u ai Y° f out standing integrity and honesty. He also stated 
that he has no doubt about Mr. FORD's ability to discharge the 
duty of Vice-President of the United States, or President if 
that became necessary. Mr. STAAL also stated that he had never 
heard any derogatory information regarding Mr. FORD's actions 
while serving as a United States Congressman from Grand Rapids.

The above records contained no other information 
that Mr. FORD used the Bissell Company aircraft.

2345 Walker, NW, Grand Rapids, advised he has been employed 
as a pilot for the Bissell Company since December 31, 1968. 

He stated Mr. HARRY BLOEM, Executive Vice President of Bissell, 
has the responsibility for the aircraft and he authorizes 
all flights as well as reviews all passenger lists. 


| stated that in early 1969, he picked up 
Mr. FORD in the Bissell plane at Detroit, Michigan, and flew 
Mr. FORD back to Grand Rapids. He stated there was another 
employee of Bissell along with him on the above flight. He 
stated he could not recall the reason for picking up Mr. FORD 
or why Mr. FORD was coming to Grand Rapids. He stated Mr, 
FORD did not offer to pay for the above flight and that he 
was not told to ask Mr. FORD for any payment for this flight. 

He stated to the best of his knowledge he could not 
recall any other times that Mr. FORD was on the Bissell plane 
except on one other occasion which is documented by company 
flight records believed to be in September, 1973. 

I I stated he is the only pilot employed 

by the Bissell Company. 
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The followi ng investigation was conducted by 
SA I I on October 23, 1973, at Grand Rapids, 

Michigan: 

Mr. JOSEPH A. PARINI, President, Lear Siegler, Inc., 
Instrument Division, 4141 Eastern Avenue, SE, Grand Rapids, 
advised that he has been President since July, 1973. He has 
been employed by Lear Siegler since 1962, and prior to becoming 
President of the Instrument Division served as head of the 
firm's Engineering Section within the Instrument Division. 

He noted that corporate headquarters for Lear Siegler is in 
Santa Monica, California. 

Mr. PARINI advised that he was not acquainted with 
Mr. GERALD FORD except on a casual basis and on those occasions 
when he was present for speeches made by Congressman FORD. He 
noted that Mr. FORD has an excellent reputation in this area 
for his honesty and integrity and has never been aware of any 
detrimental information concerning Mr. FORD. He was of the 
opinion Mr. FORD was highly qualified for the position of 
Vice President based on his performance as Congressman and 
Minority Leader. 

He stated Mr. FORD, to his knowledge, has never 
acted in special behalf for Lear Siegler other than to handle 
inquiries from Lear Siegler regarding possible Defense 
Department contracts on which Lear Siegler had made bids. 

Mr. PARINI stated that Mr. FORD has not made any 
trips on the one airplane owned by the Instrument Division 
since he, PARINI, became President of that division. He 
stated the company plane is to be used on company business 
only and that no outside persons are to ride in the plane 
without his permission. He added he was unaware of any recent 
requests made by Congressman FORD's Office and noted any 
request for use of the plane by Mr. FORD would first be made 
to the division's public relations office. 

He added that if Mr. FORD did make a request to use 
the plane and it was traveling to a point near Mr. FORD ‘ s 
destination on company business, that he, as President of 
the division, would probably allow Mr. FORD to travel

Mr. PARINI advised that approximately 90 to 95 
percent of the firm's business is dependent on government 
contracts. He stated Lear Siegier manufactures gyroscopes, 
digited computers, cockpit instruments and altimeters. 

Mr. PARINI further explained that any inquiry made 
by his division to Congressman FORD's Office concerning 
government contracts were made after Defense Department 
officials were either unable or evasive in advising to whom 
contracts were awarded where Lear Siegier had made a bid. He 
noted that any inquiry to Mr. FORD's Office would have been 
several days after the date on which an announcement was to 
have been made by the Defense Department. He advised a call 
was felt necessary since it was important for Lear Siegier 
to know this information in order to keep necessary personnel 
on the payroll and to make production plans.

FULTON stated that as Director of Finance for 
the RCCC, tiG and his staff wgttg ins txiirnGnt a 1 in soliciting 
campaign contributions for members of the U.S. Congress. 

It was the committee's responsibility also to disburse 
various funds to U.S. Congressmen in their various home 
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districts or on a local basis, .'specifically the Washington, 

. FULTON stated that the Republican National 
Committee (RNC) and the RCCC are two separate entitles, each 
with the primary function of fund raising and distribution 
of those funds to appropriate congressmen. FULTON presented 
a hypothetical situation whereby he advised that if a check 
was received by a congressman and he in turn transferred this 
check to ^ the RNC, the RCCC would have no knowledge of this 
J^J^saction, as the deposit would be handled by the RNC. 

I U-LiON stated that when lettens axe sent out soliciting 
campaign funds, they are often- signed by various congressmen; 
therefore, some checks from contributors are made payable 
irectly to the congressmen; however, these checks are then 
reendorsed by that congressman to the RCCC. FULTON stated 
that the only way he would have received checks from the RNC 
was if the check had been made payable to the RCCC and was 
forwarded by error from the contributor to the RNC. 

„ FULTON advised that during 1970, there was a 
sOUUU.UU maximum limit from any single individual 
contributor. The only way larger amounts would be accepted 
if the contribution was submitted by joint contributors: 
that is, a number of individuals named. 


. Regarding disbursement of campaign fund's to 
members of congress, FULTON stated that various congressmen 
qualify for larger contributions, the criteria being set 
forth as to how great the opposition the}' - might encounter 
in any given campaign for reelection. FULTON commented 
that aithough^ there is a presumed maximum as to the funds 
which a. certain member of congress might receive in any 
off or on election year, this figure (quoted as $10,000.00) 
may be exceeded if the Executive Committee so states. 
tULrON stated chat ofcen this amount is exceeded, not so 
much for any one particular congressman but for a group of 
congressmen, L 


.. . . FULTON stated that the campaign funds disbursed 
are divided into public relations fees and campaign funds 
which _ oftentimes overlap. FULTON stated that public 
relations fees would fall in the area of cost of advertisements 
printing bills,, etc. These bills are generally forwarded to 
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the particular congressman by the company encountering the 
debt, and thereafter, the congressman forwards these bills 
to the RCCC or the RNC for payment. 


. advised that he did not recall disbursement 

oi any $12, 233.00 check to the Gerald Ford Congressional 
Committee in Michigan during his tenure as Director of 
fiTionce. ^ FULTON stated he could not envision sending such 
a check in that amount, as he emphasized he probably would 
have recalled this transaction. 

FULTON recalled that there were only five 
congressmen who had asked to be paid personally in their 
various districts, and he indicated that GERALD FORD was 
not one of them. FULTON remarked that any checks which 
might have been forwarded to GERALD FORD's congressional 
district in Michigan would probably have been made payable 
to the Gerald Ford Congressional Committee, and an account 
would exist in Michigan in that name. 

FULTON stated it is the responsibility of the 
respective treasurers of both the RNC and the RCCC to submit 
a sworn statement to the House of Representatives as to the 
campaign contributions received. FULTON stated he is not 
aware of the individual state laws or regulations governing 
the maximum amount which might be disbursed to congressmen 
for public relations and campaign funding, and he again 
emphasized that the $10,000.00 regulation stipulated above 
is a flexible amount and can be exceeded through the 
Executive Committee.

DEMAR stated that he organized this fund 
raising group purely as a result of his admiration for Mr. FORD 
and he believes that he was doing an excellent iob in the 
United States Congress. 
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DEMAR stated that Mr. FORD has never asked him for 
funds nor has any member of his group attempted to apply 
pressure on Mr. FORD for special favors. DEMAR also stated 
that Mr. FORD had requested that any checks collected for his 
reelection be made out to the Committee To Reelect Gerald Ford 
and not to any other individual. 

, DEMAR stated that he feels Mr. FORD can ably dis- 

charge the duties of Vice President and if it should become 
necessary those of President. He also stated that Mr. FORD 
ts^a man of highest integrity and is loyal to his government 
and he knew of no derogatory information regarding him or any 
member of his family. DEMAR stated that he is now retired 
but sees Mr. FORD occasionally on his visits to Grand Rapids. 
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On October 18-19, 1973, the following persons were 
contacted and all advised that while they were not personally 
acquainted with Congressman GERALD R. FORD they were aware 
that he enjoyed a good reputation among the members of the 
construction trade.

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The following investigation was conducted by 
SA | I on October 23, 1973, at Grand Rapids, 

Michigan: 

Mr. MILAN MORSE, Federal Building Manager, General 
Services Administration, Grand Rapids, advised on this date 
that the bidding for the recent construction of the Federal 
Building, Grand Rapids, was done by sealed bids submitted to 
the General Services Administration Regional Headquarters, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

Mr. MORSE stated that bids were solicited through 
the Dodge Reports, a division of Me Graw Hill Information 
Systems Company. He advised that the contractor who was 
awarded the construction contract for submitting the lowest 
bid was Owens, Ames and Kimball Company, Grand Rapids. He 
related that to his knowledge it was never alleged or 
established that Congressman FORD ever used his influence at 
anytime with the General Service Administration to have the 
contract awarded to Owens, Ames and Kimball. 

He further advised that local news media was critical 
during building construction concerning a shower installed in 
Mr. FORD's office space. Mr. MORSE noted that all government 
officials of high rank with office space in the building had 
an opportunity to have a shower installed if they wanted one. 

He advised Mr. FORD agreed to have one installed as did the 
Federal Judges and the Circuit Court of Appeals Judge. 

Mr. MORSE stated that custodial employees as well, 
as General Services Administration engineers have a shower in 
their respective locations in the building. He pointed out 
that other members of Congress, Senators HART and GRIFFIN 
declined to have a shower installed in their office space 
and was of the opinion the criticism levied against Mr. FORD 
during the construction was not justified. 

Mr. MORSE added he has been personally acquainted 
with Congressman FORD for five years. He considered Mr. FORD 
to be a person of impeccable moral character, loyal, sincere, 
and who is highly regarded by his constituents. Mr. MORSE 
was of the opinion Mr. FORD is an outstanding selection tor 
the position of Vice President and believed him to be qualified 
based on his outstanding performance as a Congressman and 
Minority Leader. 
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Mr. SECCHIA related that he has never had any 
question of Mr. FORD' s moral integrity or that of any member 
of his family. He said that Mr. FORD is a clean living 
individual to the point of living a spartan existence, point- 
ing out that Mr. FORD leases a compact car and stays at an 
inexpensive room at Pantlind Hotel whenever he stays in town 
on business. Mr. SECCHIA advised that his firm has never 
had any Government contracts and pointed out that the purpose 
of his business is to sell lumber and other allied materials 
to mobile home manufacturers. Mr. SECCHIA pointed out that 
appointee appeared as a speaker at the Southeast Housing 
Manufacturing Institute in Knoxville, Tennessee, on October 
19, 1973, at the personal request of himself since he, Mr. 
SECCHIA, is Chairman of the Legislative Committee within that 
group. He said that there were no attempts to influence Mr. 
FORD while he was at Knoxville to speak to the group. 

Mr. SECCHIA added that Mr. FORD is a person who 
is concerned with problems within the constituency and has an 
open mind towards minority groups and is in agreement with the 
civil rights views of the administration. He further advised 
that he considered Mr. FORD to be an outstanding person and 
a gentleman as well as being the father of a close knit 
family. He reiterated he could highly recommend him for the 
responsible position of the Vice President of the United 
States based on Mr. FORD's perceptiveness and good judgement.

Reference is made to Coleman to Cleveland memorandum dated 10-25-73 
concerning Victor Riesel’s column of 10-18-73 datelined Bal Harbour, Florida, which 
indicated the FBI "had been dispatched by the White House" to seek labor’s opinion 
concerning the Spiro Agnew-Gerald Ford switch. Mr. Callahan suggested and the 
Director approved that I contact Mr. Riesel, who is a personal friend of mine, and 
furnish him the facts of our contact with George Meany in connection with the Ford 
investigation, which were not in exact accord with his column. 


At approximately 3:00 p. m. , 10-26-73, I reached Mr. Riesel in 
Williamsport, Pennsylvania, where he was preparing to give a speech. I explained 
to him my concern that his column indicated that perhaps he was not fully aware of 
the facts concerning the FBI’s participation in a Special Inquiry investigation such as 
that which we are now conducting on Mr. Ford. I explained to him that his column 
was somewhat misleading when he stated we had been dispatched by the White House 
as that indicated, at least to me, that this was a hurried up order, which was not the 
case. After explaining to Mr. Riesel that all such investigations for positions of high 
trust, such as Federal Judgeships, etc. , originate from the White House and that out- 
contact with Mr. Meany was just one of many such contacts with labor leaders and 
others possibly having information of value concerning Mr. Ford. 


Mr. Riesel stated that he certainly did not mean for his column to cause 
the FBI any concern but that he was somewhat rushed to meet a deadline and perhaps 
now in reflection he could have written it with greater clarity as to the FBI’s purpose 
in contacting Mr. Meany. Mr. Riesel voluntarily stated that his source for the part 
of his column concerning our contact with Mr. Meany was Mr. Meany himself. 


Mr. Riesel indicated that he would write another column perhaps clarifyin 
the matter more to our satisfaction, but I stated that that was not the purpose of my 
call, only that he be apprised of the full facts of our contact with Mr. Meany so that 
he would be aware of our jurisdiction in Special Inquiry type investigations. Mr. Riesf 
was most appreciative of my contact with him and hoped that he would -be able to stop - 
by the Bureau on his next trip to Washington to see us. jfoj / ^ y '}{//

Whom WINTER-- BERGER dedicated his bo6k, “Tft* Washington Pay- 
Off , was telephonically contacted in Pennsylvania and she 
advised that WINTER-EERGER had been in telephonic contact 
with her and that he was in traveling status en route to 
California from somewhere in Texas". She said she expected 
a telephone oall from him Monday evening, October 22, 1973 
and she added would advise him to contract tha New York* 
Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). She 
also stated 'many people are looking for him". 

On October 23, 1973, ROBERT H. WINTER*. BERGER was 
located at his apartment at 123 East 75th Street, Apartment 
tF, Ne w York City, and attemp ts were made to i nterview him 

f A ® I . , , I and I I WINTER- BERGER 

stated that he was told by his lawyer and other individuals 
not to be interviewed by the FBI at his apartment. He refused 
the agents' admittance to his apartment, but he began to talk 
in the doorway. He was vagus in many of his statements, but 
he indicated that he was willing to be interviewed at the 
FBI Office on Wednesday, October 24, 1973, at 4:30 p.m. He 
stated he could prove all statements made in his book other 
than statements made behind closed doors. He stated thst 
no one in the book has sued him yet and he also stated that 
he was going to furnish no additional information other than 
what was set forth in this book. He said he was not going 
to make any favorable statements concerning Representative 
FORD and that the FBI was going to receive only unfavorable 
information from him. He stated, "I'm no angel" and "it 
takes 4 crook to know a crook" and ho stated that FORD was

"worse than AO NSW"* . He said that several Senators have been 
trying to reach him and each wishes to know personally what he 
will be possibly testifying to before the Senate Judiciary 
Cosaaittee. life said he expected to appear as a friendly 
witness at these hearings, but he stated that possibly he 
oay receive a subpoena. He said these Senators also wish to 
"score Brownie points" in that each wishes to have knowledge 
of what he will say before anyone else. 

VINTER- BERGER stated that rather than make state- 
ments to each and every one of these senators, whose names he 
did not reveal, he would rather make his coasaents to the 
Senate Committee on just one occasion, rather than have to 
repeat himself* 

It is to be noted that during this rapid conversation 
by WINTER- BERGER , he did not remain on one point for more than 
one or two sentences and constantly changed his subject matter. 
The conversation was interrupted at least three times by his 
telephone ringing. He stated that "no one gets Into his 
(FOKD's) office unless he knows he is getting a donation"*

said FORD mentioned this to him several times and discussed 
the expenses he was running into and vtSfTSR-ISRGER added that 
"why else would he ma ke this known to sag if he was not looking;

He brought up the name of " SHUTS CECCE" who he 
admitted was Dr, ARNOLD HUT3CHNSCKSR, a New York City 
psychotherapist. He stated that ho waa with FORD the day 
FORD visited HOTSCHfECKER' s office on Park Avenue and that 
he had actually picked up FORD in a limousine, had driven to 
HOTSamSCKER' a office and introduced him to HPTSCHKECKER. 

Ee said he then left FORD and HUTSCHKEciSR and went to his 
home which is around the corner. Trade himself a sandwich 
and returned an hour later for FORD* He said that the 
statements made by HOTS CHli-aC ICS H and FORD that he paid a 
visit for only 15 minutes were lies. Jy? said that FORD 
had subsequently called him on different occasions and 
told him that "HDTSCHIE" would come to Washington on Saturdays 
"when he was called" and he would see him for an hour or an 
hour and a half . He was unable to state how many times FORD 
told him this. 
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WINTER- BERGER stated that .first he was going to 
Washington on Thursday, October 25, 1973, in order to call 
& press conference and he would talk to the interviewing 
" > - agents on Friday* October 26, 1973, at 4:30 p,m, However, 
because of the urgency of this matter, be agreed to an 
interview on Wednesday, October 24, 1973, at 4:30 p.m. 

On October 24, 1973, a message was received at 
the Hew York Office from WINTER-EERGER that he had desired 
to go to Washington on Wednesday, October 24, 1973, end, 
therefore, would not be able to make the scheduled interview 
and stated that he would be available at 4:30 p.w., Thursday, 
October 25, 1973. 

It Is to be noted that during the course of the 
above interview in his doorway, WINTER-BSKQER made the above 
statements in a rapid-fire tone and several attempts were 
made to interrupt him and question him on statements made, 
but he kept on talking. He made several statements indicating 
that he could back up all statements made in his book. Ho 
also stated that he felt sure that any statement made to the 
FBI would not Just remain in its "raw files", but would 
immediately appear on the President 1 s desk. It was explained 
to him that this investigation was ordered by the White House 
and that all information would bo reported to the White House, 

On October 25, 1973, at 2:10 p„m,, ROBERT N. 
WINTER-'BSRGER telephonically contacted the Hew York Office 
of the FBI and stated that on October 24, 1973, be had 
spoken to certain members of the Senate Rules Committee • 
and the Senate Judiciary Committee in Washington, D.C., but 
he did not reveal the names of these Individuals. He said 
— that as a result of these conversations, during which he 
notified them of his scheduled interview at the New York 
Office of the FBI on October 25, 1973, &hd upon recommendation 
of his counsel, he was cancelling his Interview. WINTER*. 
BERGER said he Intended to appear voluntarily before the 
So oat e Judiciary Committee to defend all comments in his 
book, "The Washington Pay-Off", concerning Representative 
GERALD FORD. He added that If he was Interviewed by the 
FBI all information revealed by him would remain In the 
confidential files of the FBI, tout he sranted "a chance for 
my statements to be made public". He stated that having to 
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relate his comments and information to the FBI, various 
Senators, Committees and other individuals Would he a 
drain on his stasaina and energy as well as hie finances 
and, therefore, he wished to be questioned only once, 

"" WINTER— BnRGEH also stated that he had signed an affidavit 
concerning his future testimony to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, but he would not explain specifically what the 
contents of the affidavit were or to whoa the affidavit 
was furnished- He concluded by cancelling his scheduled 
appointment at 4:30 p.ns, , and reiterated that all his 
comments concerning Representative FORD would be made 
publicly to the senate Judiciary Committee.

While KELLOGG never 
did receive an ambassadorship, WINTER-BERGER alleges that 
he arranged to have KELLOGG pledge $30,000 to the Republican 
National Committee, payable through FORD.

INTERVIEW OF APPOINTEE 


The appointee, Representative GERALD R. FORD, 
furnished the following information to SA RICHARD T. 
TAYLOR, JR., on October 27, 1973:

Representative FORD first met FRANCIS KELLOGG 
in 1969 when KELLOGG visited FORD's office on Capitol 
Hill accompanied by ROBERT WINTER- BERGER. During this 
meeting, Representative FORD learned of KELLOGG'S 
interest in obtaining an Ambassadorship to an unrecalled 
African country. In this conversation, Representative 
FORD learned of KELLOGG'S wide experience in the mining 
industry and of his post as Pr _es .idenjL-.af~the.JrLt e r n a t iona 
Mining Company , New York City. He also became aware of 
his f luency in the s o - c ailed’ Swah i 1 i dialect and of his 
active participation in Republican Party activities in 
New York State. Representative FORD furnished a letter 
of introduction to then Secretary of State, WILLIAM P. 
ROGERS, in which he indicated KELLOGG' s interest in a 
career in the State Department and his Republican Party 
affiliation. 



As a result of his communication with Secretary 
ROGERS, Representative FORD believes KELLOGG was first 
appointed to an advisory panel in the Department of State 
and su bse quently became an Assistant Secretary of State. 

Representative FORD denies having received any 
personal contribution from FRANCIS KELLOGG, although he 
does recall a conversation with him shortly after their 
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introduction in which KELLOGG explained an interest in 
making a financial contribution to the Republican Booster's 
Club of the United States House of Representatives. He 
said KELLOGG issued a personal check in the amount of $3,000 
payable to the Booster's Club and that Representative FORD 
personally delivered this check to the club. No other monies 
or contributions of any kind have ever been received from 
KELLOGG by Representative FORD. 

Representative FORD has had no personal or other 
contact with FRANCIS KELLOGG during the past two or three 
years. He understands KELLOGG has made a significant and 
worthwhile contribution to the success of State Department 
activities in the area of African affairs. 

EARL (RED) BLAIK 


Representative FORD first met EARL BI-AIK in 1940 
when BLAIN served as a member of the Dartmouth College 
football coaching staff and Representative FORD had been a 
member of the Yale University coaching staff. They have been 
close personal friends over the years and Representative FORD 
last had personal contact with EARL BLAIK on the day following 
President NIXON's announcement of nomination of Representative 
FORD to the Vice Presidency. On this latter occasion, EARL 
BLAIK and Kepresentative FORD discussed certain columns 
appearing under the by-line of DREW PEARSON and JACK ANDERSON, 
in which both had been prominently mentioned in connection 
with defense contracts and FBI wire taps. 

Representative FORD made specific references 
to a newspaper column under the by-line of DREW PEARSON 
and JACK ANDERSON dated December 28, 1967. At that time 
EARL BLAIK was a** official of the AVCO Corporation and 
the corporation had recently been awarded negotiated 
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contracts for the production of radio equipment. Repre- 
sentative FORD recalls receiving telephone calls from 
EARL BLAIK regarding AVCO difficulties in the contracts, 
which conversations were allegedly recorded by FBI wire 
taps. In response to a request by EARL BLAIK, Representa- 
tive FORD made inquiry of Department of Defense officials 
concerning the contract difficulties; however, he speci- 
fically denies having had any influence in canceling 
Government investigation of the AVCO contracts. 

A short time following the above conversations, 
EARL BLAIK again visited Washington, D.C., and explained 
the difficulties AVCO had experienced in bidding for 
additional contracts, which contracts were awarded to 
the Admiral Corporation at six million or sixteen million 
dollars below the AVCO bid. EARL BLAIK and AVCO were 
suspicious of the Admiral bid and were of the opinion 
Admiral intended to subsequently submit engineering 
change-over orders, which would result in considerable 
cost over-runs. In accordance with BLAIK' s request. 
Representative FORD contacted Defense Department officials 
and requested they determine whether Admiral had been 
performing the terms of the contract and whether the 
contract price was deemed feasible for the completion of 
the contract. Upon learning from Defense Department 
personnel that Admiral was experiencing no difficulty 
in the performance of the contract, Representative FORD 
contacted BLAIK and informed him of the Defense Depart- 
ment findings. Approximately a year— later in response 
to a request from BLAIK in .behalf of AVCO, Representative 
FORD again contacted Defense Department officials and 
determined the Admiral contract terms were being made 
and no cost over-runs were being experienced. 
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Representative FORD could not recall any other 
instances wherein he had been requested by BLAIK to 
conduct an inquiry in behalf -of AVCO. 

During his last meeting with EARL BLAIK approxi- 
mately ten days ago, BLAIK described the occasion in 
1 963 when he telephoned Representative FORD from the 
hotel suite of FRED B. BLACK. On that occasion BL/IK 
had traveled to Washington, D. C. for the purpose of 
discussing the above AVCO contracts with Representative 
FORD. When registering at the Sheraton Carlton Hotel, 
BL.AIK was advised that no rooms were available to him. 
However, by agreement with the hotel and FRED BLACK,

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THOMAS L. LIAS, Executive Assistant to the Chairman, 
Republican National Committee, 310 1st Street, S.E., advised 
that he has no specific knowledge pertaining to the 1970 
Congressional Campaign of Representative GERALD FORD. Neither 
LIAS nor Chairman GEORGE BUSH were associated with the 
Republican National Committee at that time. 

LIAS stated that all campaign funds directed to the 
Congressional Campaign Committee go directly to that organ- 
ization and nothing is forwarded through the Republican 
National Committee. This was the procedure in 1970 and it 
continues in effect. 

LIAS indicated that the Republican National Committee
